The National Grccnback-Labor Conven­ 
tion. 
Chicago, June 10th.—Upon reassembling 
this morning the Committee on Credentials 
reported 617 of the regular delegates entitled 
to seats, and 221 others, including the Far- 
well Hall delegates. 
A minority report was made excluding the 
latter delegates, and a debate of some length 
was entered upon on a motion to adopt the 
minority report. 
A recc-ss was then taken. 
In the afternoon the confusion was so great 
that several Sergeants-at-Arms were appoint­ 
ed. with Denis Kearney at their head, to 
help preserve order, which they managed to 
do at tho risk of breaking up the Conven­ 
tion. 
Finally a permanent organization was ef­ 
fected by the selection of R. S. Trevillich of 
Michigan a3 permanent Chairman. 
In the late afternoon session the Conven­ 
tion adopted the report of the Committee on 
Rules, after voting down by a large majority 
a proposition to make a two-thirds vote of 
the Convention necessary to the selection of a 
Presidential candidate. 
A delegate from Massachusetts moved to 
allow an incomplete delegation to cast the 
full votes of their State. 
In the confusion which followed there was 
a bewildering entanglement of points of or­ 
der, personal explanations, amendments, sub­ 
stitutes and demands from half a dozen mem­ 
bers at a time for recognition by the Chair, 
in the midst ot which the Chair called oil the 
delegates to take their seats, and announced 
that he would declare them out and obtain 
order if it took till Christmas, and that they 
could not now secure recognition by standing 
up, even if they stood on their heads. 
Finally the proposition was adopted, and a 
memorial of the Socialistic Labor party was 
read. 
It expressed a desire for representa­ 
tion in this body, for the purpose of making 
common warfare against the money power, 
and claimed to have 100,000 votes in the So­ 
cialistic rank-'. 
On motion of Stubbs of Iowa, the part of 
the Committee of Credentials’g report which 
had not yet been adopted, was taken up and 
the section favoring the admission of forty- 
four Socialistic delegates, and also the admis­ 
sion of representatives of the Union Green­ 
back party as delegates, was adopted, under 
a call for the previous question by De La 
Martyr. 
After Van Patten, the Socialistic leader, 
had explained the purpose of the Socialists 
in applying for admission, a committee of 
five was appointed to invite the Socialist and 
Labor Greenback delegates to seats in the 
Convention. 
The Committee on Platform reported res­ 
olutions a column long. 
They start out with 
long preamble, which discourses on objects 
of monopolies, the money question and the 
uncertainty of markets, etc., and declare . 
First—The sovereign power to make and 
, issue money rests in the Government, which 
! should control the volume and make it a full 
legal tender. 
Second—For the speedy payment of the 
Government bonds, abolition of 
national 
banks, substitution of legal tenders for their 
circulation, and the unlimited coinage of gold 
and silver. 
Third—Protection of labor : eight-hour 
labor statistics. 
Fourth—Slavery being simply slavery, the 
importation and presence of Chinese serfs 
necessarily tends to brutalize and degrade 
American labor ; therefore immediate steps 
should be taken to abrogate the Burlingame 
treaty. 
Fifth—-Forfeiture of non-fulfilled railroad 
grants ; the public domain to be for homes of 
actual settlers. 
Sixth—Regulation by Congress of inter­ 
state commerce; denunciation of the old 
parties fostering corrupt monopolies. 
Seventh—Legislative control of transporta­ 
tion. 
Eighth—The Republican party has unjust­ 
ly discriminated against the soldier in favor 
of the bondholder. 
Ninth—Graduated income tax and just 
taxation on all property. 
Tenth—Denounces as most dangerous the 
efforts everywhere manifest to restrict the 
right of suffrage. 
Eleventh—Demands absolute democratic 
rules for the government of Congress, at.d 
taking away from committees the power to 
smother bill3. 
Twelfth—No bondholders’ Government, 
no sectional strife. 
Thirteenth—A sks the co-operation of all 
fair-minded people; no quarrel with indi­ 
viduals, but only against vicious institutions. 
THE FAUWELI, HALL MEETING. 
The Fnrwell Hall Greenbackcrs held a 
lively session this morning, the question 
under discussion being whether they should 
maintain a distinctive organization as against 
the Convention at the Exposition building, 
and whether the dub organizations in the 
various States should be preserved. 
The 
former proposition was voted down, but the 
latter was decided in the affirmative. 


I l l i n o i s Democratic Stale Convention. 
SritiNGKlELD, June 10th,—'The Democratic 
State Convention met at 10:15, with a full 
attendance of delegates, and was called to or­ 
der by T. W. McNelley, Chairman of the 
State Central Committee, who nominated 
Hon. Samuel S. Marshall for temporary 
Chairman. Marshall was unanimously elected 
and made a brief speech, arraigning the Re­ 
publican party and the ticket, and predicting 
the success of the Democracy in the coming 
campaign. Hon. Lyman Trumbull, who had 
just entered the hall, was loudly called for, 
and finally responded. 
Committees were 
then appointed and a recess taken. 
Upon reassembling the Committee on Cre­ 
dentials reported no contests, and all tho 
delegations full. 
The temporary organization was made per­ 
manent, and the following were appointed 
delegates at large to Cincinnati : Melville \V. 
Fuller, Sam. S. Marshall, John A. MeCIer- 
inout ami W. T. Dowdall. 
District dele­ 
gates, Presidential electors and the State 
Central Committee were appointed. 
A resolution was offered by Uoudy of Chi­ 
cago, very laudatory of Seymour as the nom­ 
inee for President, and while not instructing 
for him, earnestly requesting delegates to the 
National Convention to take such action as 
they may deem advisable to present the uame 
of Horatio Seymour before the National 
Democratic Convention for the office of Presi­ 
dent of the United States. 
The mention of Seymour’s name was greet­ 
ed w ith great applause and three cheers. 
Confusion ersued. 
A representative of the Morrison and one 
of the Palmer wing succeeded in making a 
speech agaiust instructing for any one, and 
thus ruling out Illinois’ own candidates. 
Finally the roll was called on the question 
of referring the resolution to the Committee 
on Resolutions, which prevailed by a vote of 
373 11^:73. 
Lyman Trumbull was nominated for Gov­ 
ernor. 
Lieutenant-Governor, Lewis F>. Par­ 
sons: Secretary of State, John H. Oberly ; 
-Auditor, Louis S tartal; Treasurer, Thomas 
Butterw orth; Attorney-General, Lawrence 
Harmon. 
The resolutions oppose a protective tariff 
and third term ; demandcivil-service reform ; 
equal rights; no military interference; gold, 
silver and pa; cr interconvertible; no land 
grabs; no eight-to-seven frauds, and laws 
protecting labor. 
The Convention a t 8 P. M. a d jo u r n e d . 
It is understood that nearly all the candi­ 
dates for the Presidency that has !>een named 


have friends in the delegation to Cincinnati, 
but the Seymour men claim to have 24of the 
42 delegates, and expect, under the unit rule, 
to secure the vote of Illinois at Cincinnati 
for Seymour. 
Palmer and Davú carried 
their own district, and Morrison secured 
about a dozen delegates ; but friends, of each 
claim much more strength for them, and say 
that no ur.e has a majority of the delegation. 
V B rief Council of Wnr. 
New Yoek, June 10th. — The TVurbJ'i 
Philadelphia special says . 
Colonel McClure 
telegraphs to the T imt -i from Chicago: “ Gen­ 
eral Grant quietly slipped into the Palmer 
House this morning, ami I r.evc-r saw him 
look more gentle or composed 
He came un­ 
heralded. at least to the multitude. 
He 
talked pleasantly in passing his acquaint­ 
ances, walked leisurely to the ladies’ parlor, 
and the outer doors were closed against all 
when he entered. 
In half an hour he stepped 
out in the same unostentatious manner, and 
the faces of Cameron, Logan and Storrs 
were visible as the lieutenants with whom 
he had toon in conference. 
W hat trans­ 
pired in that brief council of war will prob­ 
ably never be known to the public, but after 
Grant had hunied off to the Milwaukee 
trrio both Cameron and Logan said pub­ 
licly that Grant would he nominated without 
opposition in 1SS4.” It appears to be the 
confident expectation, 
according to this 
writer, that Garfie'd will be beaten, and one 
term of Democratic rule will make Grant’s 
return to the helm of state a necessity. 
The Soldier*' BenuSnn at M ilwaukee. 
M ilw a u k e e , June J0th.—This is the great 
day of the Soldiers’ Reunion. 
One hundred 
and fifty thousand strangers are in the city, 
from all parts of the country. This morning 
there was a grand parade, in which 2.000 uui- 
formed militia, 20,000 veterans and 700 in­ 
mates of the National Soldiers’ Home were 
in line, and the veterans of the Mexican war. 
They were reviewed by Generals Grant and 
Sheridan. To-night the city and camp will 
be illuminated, speeches made, fireworks, 
etc. 
This afternoon Grant and Sheridan 
were entertained by the Loyal League. To­ 
day is a legal holiday in the State. 
How Grant Ft els Over llic Ucsult at 
( li’t-ago. 
C h ica g o , June 10th.—The Inler-Occan’s 
Milwaukee special says : During au inter­ 
view with Genera! Grant this afternoon he 
expressed the opinion that Seymour would be 
the nominee of the Democracy. 
In relation 
to the Republican nominee, he said General 
Gai field had always been right, and that in 
case of his election las administration would 
be satisfactory, and in harmony with the ad­ 
vanced thought cf the country. The Gen­ 
eral did not allude at any length to his p o r­ 
tion before the ( hicxigo Convention.

WHAT HAS BEEN ACCOMPLISHED. 


Iniquities of the Democratic Party 
Plainly Set Forth.

Washington, June lOih.—McDonald, from the 
Committee on Judiciary, reported adversely the 
Senate bill directing the Court of Claims to investi­ 
gate the claims of the Ben. J. Weil and La Abra 
Mining Company. Indefinitely ¡lostponed. 
Kernan, from the Committee on Finance, reported 
favorably tlic House bill putting a specific duty of 
25 cents ;>er bushel on barley and malt, in place of 
an ad valor, m duty. Calendar. 
The report of the conference committee on the 
river and harbor bili was adopted. 
Tlib House bill admitting classical antiquities duty 
free, was passed, with Kirkwood's amendment re­ 
mitting the duties paid on salt used in curing meat 
for exportation. Consideration of the sundry civil 
bill was then resumed. 
Harris moved to increase from $100,000 to $10f,- 
000 the appropriation to aid local quarantine sta­ 
tions and local and State Boards of Health, to be 
used in case of an epidemic. 
Eaton, Bayard and Allison, criticised the Board of 
He ilth for its extravagance. 
Harris, Chairman of the Committee on Epidemic 
Diseases, defended them. 
Allison objected to the large clerical force em­ 
ployed by the Board. 
Kernan and Morgan gpoko against the National 
Board, saying they liad always been opposed to its 
establishment. 
H irris' amendment was rejected—yeas 20, nays 20. 
Allis-in moved to strike the words •* general ” and 
11 except for services of the latter rendered at elec­ 
tions ” out of the following clause : “ For the pay­ 
ment of Marshals and their general deputies except 
fur tiie services of the latter rendered at elections, 
$050,000.” 
Kirkwood asked Beck if it was til» intention of 
the majority not to pay the Deputy Marshals. 
Beck said there was a bill pending in the House. 
He did not know what disposition would be made of 
it. 
He hoped there would he 110 political discussion 
on this biii. The matter was well understood and 
bad been often debated. 
Kirkwood thought it was due to the minority and 
the country for tho majority to say what their in­ 
tention was. 
McDonald said that for one he would never vote a 
dollar so long as the election laws were used for 
political purposes. 
Kirkwood said he would regard the rejection of 
his colleague'd amendment as an expression of -he 
intention of the majority not to pay Deputy Mar­ 
shals for services at elections at all. 
Eaton and several other Demoei ats said tiie Sena* 
tor could place his own construction upon the vote. 
Allison’s amendment was rejected by a party vote. 
The bill havihg been considered in Committee of 
the Whole, was reported to the Senate and the 
amendments adopted bv Committee of the Whole 
concurred in, and the bill passed. 
Adjourned.

House. 
Washington, June 10th.—lteagan submitted a re­ 
port announcing that the Conference Committee on 
the river and harbor appro;,riation bill had eoine to 
an agreement thereon, and the report was agreed to. 
Tucker moved that the House resolve itself into 
Committee of the Whole for the purpose of con­ 
sidering the tariff bills. 
The Republicans filibustered, an l Tiuker, stating 
that he did not desire to obstruct the public busi­ 
ness, withdrew- his motion. 
Harris moved to pro ced to business on the 
Speaker's table. 
The Republicans refused to vote, stating that they 
did not want to take up the electoral count bill. 
Hawley, however, sta'ing that he was not w-iling 
to dialgc that bill, but wanted it taken up for con­ 
sideration and action, voted in the affirmative, and 
was followed by several other Republicans.

seen by a comparison cf the two reports : 
The Platform . 
C h ica g o , June 10th. — The Republican 
party, in National Convention assembled, at 
the end of twenty years since the Federal 
Government was first 
committed to its 
charge, submit to the people ot the United 
States this brief report of its administration : 
' WHAT THE PARTY HAS ACCOMPLISHED. 
It suppressed a rebellion which had armed 
nearly a million of men to subvert the na­ 
tional authority. 
[Applause.] 
It recon­ 
structed the Union of states with freedom 
instead of slavery as 
its 
corr.er-stone. 
[Applause.] It transformed 4,000,000 human 
beings from the likeness of things to the 
rank of citizens. 
[Applause.] 
It relieved 
Congress from the infamous work of hunting 
fugitive slaves, and charged it to see that 
slavery does not exist. [Applause.] 
It has 
raised the value of our paper currency from 
38 per cent, to the par of gold. 
[Applause.] 
It has restored upon a solid basis the payment 
in coin of all national obligations, raid has 
given us a currency absolutely good and equal 
in every part of our extended country, [Ap­ 
plause.} It has lifted the credit of the nation 
from the point where six per cent, bonds sold 
at 86 to that where four per cent, bonds are 
largely sought a t a premium. [Applause. | 
Under its administration railways have in­ 
creased frorn 31,000 miles in 1860 to more 
than 
82,000 miles in 1879. [Applause.] 
Our foreign trade l.as 
increased 
from 
$75,000,000 to $1,150,00(1000 in the same 
time, and our exports, which were $20,000,000 
less than our imports in 1860, were $261,­ 
000,000 more than our imports in 1879. 
[Applause and cries of “ Good! Good!”] 
W ithoutresortingto loins, it has, since the war 
closed, defrayed the ordinary expenses of the 
Government, besides the accruing interest oa 
the public debt, and lias disbursed annually 
more than $30,(XX),000 for soldiers’ and sail­ 
ors’ jiensions. 
It has paid $880,(XX),000 of 
the public debt by refunding the balance at 
lower rates, has reduced the annual interest 
charge from nearly $150,000,000 to less than 
$89,000,000. 
Ail the industries of the coun­ 
try have revived ; labor is in demand ; wages 
have increased, and throughout the entire 
country there is evidence of a coming pros­ 
perity greater than we have ever enjoyed. 
Upon this record the Republican party asks 
for the continued confidence and snpiiort of 
the people, and tiiis Convention submits for 
their approval tho following statement of the 
principles and purposes which w ill continue 
to guide and inspire its efforts: 
ENUMERATION OF PRINCIPLES. 
First—We affirm th3t the work of the Re­ 
publican party for the last 20 years has been 
such as to commend it to the favor of the 
nation ; that the fruits of the costly victories 
which we have achieved through immense 
difficulties should be preserved; that tho 
peace regained should be cherished ; that the 
Union should be perpetuated, and that the 
liberties secured to this generation should be 
transmitted tindiminished to future genera­ 
tions ; that the order established and the 
credit acquired should never bo impaired ; 
that the pensions promised soldiers should be 
paid ; that the debt, so much reduced, should 
lie extinguished by the full payment of every 
dollar thereof; that the reviving industries 
should be further promoted, and that the 
commerce, already so great, should be steadily 
encouraged. 
Second—The Constitution of the United 
States is a supreme law. and not a mere con­ 
tract. 
[Applause.] 
Out of confederated 
States it made a sovereign nation. 
Some 
powers are denied to the nation, while others 
are denied to the States ; but the boundary 
between the powers delegated and those re­ 
served is to be determined by the national, 
aud not by the State tribuna!. [Cheers.] 
Third—The work of popular education is 
one left to the care of the several States ; but 
it is tho duty of the National Government to 
aid that work to the extent of its constitu­ 
tional ability. 
The intelligence of the nation 
is but the aggregate of the intelligence in the 
several States, and tiie destiny of the nation 
must be guided, not by the genius of any one 
State, but by the average genius of all. [Ap­ 
plause.] 
NON-SECTARIAN SCHOOLS. 
Fourth—The Constitution wisely forbids 
Congress to make any law respecting an 
establishment of religion ; but it is idle to 
hope that the nation can be protected against 
the influence of sectarianism while each State 
is exposed to its domination. 
We there­ 
fore recommend that the Constitution be so 
amended as to lay tiie same prohibition upon 
the Legislature of each State, anil to forbid 
the appropriation of public funds to the_eup- 
port of sectarian schools. [Cheers.] 
DUTIES OF THE DAT. 
Fifth—We affirm the belief avowed in 1876 
that the duties levied for the purpose of reve­ 
nues should so discriminate as to fivor Amer­ 
ican labor; that no further grants of the 
public domain should be made to any railway 
nr other corporation ; that slavery having 
perished in the States, its twin barbarity, po­ 
lygamy, must die in the Territories; that 
everywhere the protection accorded to a citi 
zen of American birth must be secured to 
citizens of American adoption ; that we deem 
it the duty of Congress to develop and im­ 
prove the water courses and harbors, but in­ 
sist that further stiKddiea to private persons 
or corporations must cease ; that the obliga­ 
tions of the Republic to the men who pre­ 
served its integrity in the hour of battle are 
undiminished by the lapse of fifteen years 
since their final victory. 
To do them honor 
is and shall forever be the grateful privilege 
aud sacred duty of the American people. 
THE CHINESE QUESTION. 
Sixth—Since the authority to regulate im­ 
migration and intercourse between the United 
States and foreign nations rest with the Con­ 
gress of tbe United States and the treaty- 
making power, the Republican party, regard­ 
ing the unrestricted immigration of Chinese 
a matter of grave concernment under the ex­ 
ercise of both these powers, would limit and 
restrict that immigration by tho enactment of 
such just, humane and reasonable laws and 
treaties as will product that result. 
CÓMMENDATION OF PRESIDENT 1IATE3. 
Seventh—That tbe pnrity and patriotism 
which characterizes the earlier career of 
Rutherford B. Hayes in peace and war, and 
pointed to him for a Presidential candidate, 
have continued to inspire him in his career 
as Chief Kxecutive, and that history will 
accord to his administration the honore which 
are due to an efficient, just and courteous dis­ 
charge of the public business, and will honor 
his vetoes interposed between the people and 
attempted partisan laws. [Cheers.] 
INIQUITIES OF THE DEMOCRACY, 
Eighth—We charge upon the Democratic 
party the habitual sacrifice of patriotism and 
injustice to a supreme and insatiable lust for 
office and patronage ; that to obtain posses­ 
sion of the National and State Governments 
and the control of place end position, they 
have obstructed ail efforts to promote the

to 
conserve 
the 
freedom 
of suffrage; 
and 
have devised 
fraud­ 
ulent 
ballots 
and

Such \oters will see to 
it that Ohio is all right this fall, and they 


w ill wrest Indiana fiom the Democracy 
beyond a doubt. 
They know what they 
w a n t, and how’ to get it, and when they go 
upon the warpath the enemy may well fear 
the result. 


W e think there is danger in the present 
tendency to assume, in all political esti­ 
mates of the approaching campaign, that the 
Democratic party will inevitably secure 
every electoral vote in the Southern States. 
A late dispatch from Washington shows 
that the Democrats have already learned 
to look upon the solid South as their ex­ 
clusive property, and that they are arrang­ 
ing their plans on the assumption that the 
Republicans will attempt no campaign in 
those States. 
Such a conclusion could 
never have been reached but for the prac­ 
tical surrender of the South by the Repub­ 
licans ; a surrender which naturally tends 
to bring about the very state of things 
most dangerous to Republican prospects. 
It may be that the Democrats arc making 
no idle boast in claiming a solid South, 
but the Republican party cannot be justi­ 
fied in aceeptiug the declaration of its op­ 
ponents upon so vital a matter, and if the 
claim is well founded it is all the more 
necessary to make a Southern campaign, 
and by so doing to demonstrate to the 
country the nature uf 
the 
methods 
relied 
upon to secure the solidity of 
that 
region. 
For 
there 
is 
no 
doubt whatever in the minds of intelligent 
observers that the Democracy contemplate 
a forcible suppression of the Republican 
vote at the South, and that tiiis is the 
only means by which it can “ como out of 
“ the 
South with 13S electoral votes.” 
And if indeed there Í3 left to the Repub­ 
licans no resource by which tho perpetra­ 
tion of this outrage can bo prevented, it is 
the more necessary that the truth of the 
situation should be made known through­ 
out the Union, to the end that American 
citizens who venerate free institutions 
may be enabled to appreciate the true 
character of the opposition to the Repub­ 
lican party. 
The Democrats appear to 
believe at present that the South will be 
abandoned to them, and that all they will 
have to do is to carry New York and In­ 
diana, or New York, New Jersey, Cali­ 
fornia or Oregon, in order to seat their 
candidate. 
But in truth this Southern 
question 
is 
the 
burning 
issue 
of 
the time. 
As the case stands there is 
offered no opportunity for a fair and free 
contest between the great parties. 
The 
Democracy limeta at the outset that it has 
already, by undisguised force ami fraud, 
obtained control of enough Statc3 to give 
it 13S votes cut of a necessary 1S5, and 
that all its work consists in securing 47 
more votes in the North and West. 
It 
may be that no Republican efforts in the 
South can wrest a single vote frrm the 
Democrats in that region. 
It may be that 
tho enfranchisement of the Southern Re­ 
publicans, even in a single State, is out of 
the question. 
But accepting the very 
worst interpretation that can be put upon 
the Southern situation, we maintain that 
it is none tho les3 a plain duty, and as 
plainly an act of expediency, for the Re­ 
publicans to 
make the most vigorous 
Southern campaign of which they are ca­ 
pable. 


If, indeed, the Republicans of the South 
are to he crushed into silence ; if bulldoz­ 
ing aud violence are to be the Democratic 
weapons south of Mason and Dixon’s line ; 
it is the duty of the Republican party to 
sc3 to it that this infamy is not perpe­ 
trated without protest or exposure, but 
that it shall be committed in the face of 
the nation. 
It is notorious that if fair 
elections were pot Able in the South, the 
Democratic candidate would not receive 
the solid vote of that section. 
It is no­ 
torious that that soiid vote can only be 
obtained by force and fraud ; by trampling 
under foot the freedom of suffrage, and 
by denying the exercise of their political 
rights to hundreds of thousands of colored 
voters. 
But the Republican party cannot 
afford to recognize this Mcxicanization of 
American politics as a normal factor in 
the situation, nor can tiicre be any 
better way to prevent the Democrats 
from securing votes at the North than 
by showing all tho country how they 
obtain their votes at the South. Assuredly 
the iniquities which the Democratic man­ 
agers contemplate ought not to be made 
easy for them by the withdrawal of the 
Republicans from the field. 
If notbiug 
else can be effected at the South, the Dem­ 
ocratic methods can be exposed. 
But it is 
by no means certain that nothing else can 
be effected. 
It is not a foregone conclu­ 
sion that no Republican votes can be ob­ 
tain'd at the South. 
A vigorous campaign 
in that region may develop changes of 
sentiment and tendency which will work 
for the Republican cause. 
A reaction 
against the brutal and lawless meth­ 
ods of the past may arise. 
Many influ­ 
ences may affect the situation which have 
not been foreseen. 
Should Tilden be nom­ 
inated at Cincinnati, it is quite probable 
that tho solidity of the South would vanish. 
Even Democrats arc forced to admit this 
contingency. 
In fact it is a mistake 
to take 
for granted the impenetrable 
lii.rnocracy of the South, and no such 
assumption ought to be permitted in 
arranging the campaign. 
Every State in 
the Union must be contested to the last 
day and hour. 
No State must be surren­ 
dered without a sharp struggle. 
If the 
Democrats conquer in the South by lawless 
methods, that fact must be made plain to 
the narrowest capacity. 
By such a deter­ 
mined plan of action it may be possible to 
oppose a solid North to the solid South, if 
tho worst comes to the worst, and in any 
event the Republican party w ill then have 
done its full duty, and the responsibility 
for the outcome w ill rest with tho people 
themselves. 
But it will never do to begin 
the campaign by conceding to the Demo- 
ciatsso much as to render their defeat 
almoet hopeless. 


THE SCHOOL INVESTIGATION. 


Wc publish a letter on the school inves­ 
tigation which no doubt very fairly repre- 
f-ats the views of the majority of those 
w iio are observing the matter dispassion­ 
ately. 
We have before given reasons for 
believing that r.o good can possibly come 
of the kind of investigation now being 
held,(and as it proceeds all the objections 
we have urged to its method and character 
apply with increasing force. 
It is m fact 
a desultory, confused, undignified, inequi­ 
table, and mischievous inquest. 
The testi­ 
mony being taken before it is largely irrel­ 
evant, and all irresponsible and informal. 
A we pointed out at the beginning, the 
tendency has been more and more towards 
the growth of factious feeling, thg devel­ 
opment of personal jealousies and enmities, 
and the erection of hearsay and tittle-tattle 
into the semblance of evidence. 
Our cor- 
r spondent is perfectly light in saying that 
no conclusions reached npon the strength 
of such an investigation can have the least 
value. 
The accused teachers can neither 
be convicted nor acquitted in such a way. 
The.r competency cannot be established, 
neither can their inconqetency be proved. 
We have proposed a method by which the 
charges against Mr. McDonald, in regard 
to arithmetic, could be determined quite 
fairly, and to tlic satisfaction of ail wlictc 
u igincnt is deserving of respect. 
The 


Board seems to think, however, that it is 
bound to muddle on in the present absurd 
fashion until it somehow gropes its way out 
of the difficulty. 
In fact it lias abdicated 
its proper functions, and instead of dealing 
with the charges itself, as it ought to have 
done, it lias called in the public generally 
to settle the dispute; and so has opened 
the door to all the confusion aud partisan­ 
ship and sentimental demonstrations, which 
characterizetheseextraord¡nary sessions. A 
worse way to get at ihe truth of the mat­ 
ter could not have been devised. 
As our 
correspondent aptly puts it, the proceed­ 
ings have degenerated into two “ booms,” 
one for Mr. McDonald, and the other for 
Mr. Adams. 
As a matter of course 
each faction cares less and less for the 
merits of the case, and more and more 
for the victory, no matter liow it is ob­ 
tained. 
The effect of all this upon both 
the discipline and reputation of tl*e schools 
must be bad, moreover. It is being demon­ 
strated that teachers are liable to be put 
upon trial after the fashion of Judge 
Lynch, on any kind of loose or general 
charges; that parents, and persons hav­ 
ing no direct interest in the schools, may 
come forward and metamorphose their vague 
notions, based 
upon no evidence 
or 
experience, into formidable accusations; 
and 
that 
when a teacher is so ar­ 
raigned, lie 
may be 
nut 
up 
to be 
baited by everybody, and all who have a 
dislike to or a prejudice against him may 
be invited to como forw ard and say all the 
ill-natured things they can think of. 
Let 
us be understood clearly. 
We are no parti­ 
sans of anybody. We hold that if Mr. 
McDonald is not competent to teach he 
should be discharged. 
We liokl that if 
Mr. Adams is guilty’ of what is charged 
against him he should bo removed. 
We 
are most earnestly desirous of raising the 
standard of education, and clearing the 
schools from unfit teaclrcrs without respect 
of persons. 
But we are at the same time 
firmly convinced that nothing can be 
gained for the cause of education from an 
investigation which dots not investigate, 
and which from its nature and conditions 
is incapable of affording any data upon 
which to base an intelligent judgment. 
The Board of Education has in our opinion 
made a serious mistake in this matter, and 
if it cannot bring itself to adopt the sug­ 
gestion for a genuine inquiry which we 
offered it, its best course would he to wind 
up tho present debating-club business, and 
take the whole inquiry into its own hands 
in a practical way. 


ONE MORE CONGRATULATION NEEDED. 


It is customary when a Presidential can­ 
didate is nominated, for his lato rivals to 
congratulate him upon his success, and to 
give him and the party prompt assurances 
that they will support him. 
No one has 
ever aeeeptcd this obligation more frankly 
or gracefully than Senator Blaine, 
llis 
quick and hearty indorsement has twice 
followed upon a defeat which might well 
have shaken the self-possession of a weaker 
man. 
In the late contest in Chicago there 
was very much bitterness, but though the 
Grant managers stood firmly together to 
the last, Senator Coukling never hesitated 
to assume tho responsibility which de­ 
volve.! on him by custom, of moving that 
the nomination of General Garfield be 
made 
unanimous ; and 
General Logan 
promptly indorsed tiie motion, in proof of 
his acquiescence in the situation. 
Secre­ 
tary' Sherman was almost as quick as 
Blaine to congratulate the nominee, and 
Washburne’a voice was not wanting either. 
But one candidate has thu3 far failed to 
comply with the traditional practice, and 
that is General Grant. 
It cannot be sup­ 
posed that hÍ3 silence is due to resentment 
ur unfriendly feeling, but it is being com­ 
mented upon, and sir.ee it is liable to sug­ 
gest unfavorable conclusions, it would be a 
timely and judicious stop for him to unite 
with all the other defeated candidates in 
congratulating the for-unite winner of the 
race.

The 
r;l-e is based upon the the ry that the Com- 
n.is-ioners appointed in 1831 ttill claim to be 
the Commissioners in fact, and refuse to sur­ 
render the offices as such, upon the ground 
that th- ir appointments wero made in ac­ 
cordance with, and directed by, (he Act of 
Congress granting the valley and grove to the 
Kt ite, and hence they do not come under the 
four

tenure of-offiee 
limitation 
of the State, but are 
officers of 
the 
United States, and the term of their 
appointment 
in,limited. 
The 
Legislat­ 
ure in April last passed a concurrent 
resolution, le-’iting that mor than four years 
had elapsed since the app' intments made, 
aud therefore, there were vacancies of the 
entire Board except the Governor, who is a 
member ex officio, and rcque. ting the Gov­ 
ernor to appoint a new Board, in compliance 
with which appointments were made. This 
resolution was ba»td upon an opinion of the 
Attorney-General submitted at the time, to 
tiu effect that the Commissioners "’.re State 
appointee» and not Federal, aud that their 
terms expired at the end of four years.

THE SCHOOL 
EXAMINATION — A COM­ 
MON SENSE VIEW. 


E ds. R ecoed-Usion : To the non-parti­ 
san mind the new play of “ The School of 
Scandal ” now being performed in the audi- 
enee-room of the High School is provocative 
of criticism. The ludicrous side of this petty 
farce surpasses that of anything that has ap­ 
peared upon the “ boards” for a century, 
and Íurniíhcs abundant scope for the carica­ 
turist. At the same time the malignant ele­ 
ment of fanaticism is so prominent that the 
comic element is for the time being obscured. 
In a few days, however, the ludicrous side 
of this farce will become uppermost, and then 
healthy people will laugh and grow fat at the 
expense of the partisan bigots. In the mean­ 
time the writer proposes to call attention to 
some of the absurdities of the so-called “ pro­ 
ceedings.” 
1. Pupils of the High School have bceu 
allowed to present “ testimonials” on behalf 
of one of the contestants in this “ celebrated 
case.” This testimonial on behalf of one of 
the parties, is, under the circumstances, an 
indictment cf the defendant. Arc the pupils 
to be judges of the qualifications of teachers ? 
If so, what is the use of a Board of Educa­ 
tion? If the Board is not prepared to abdi­ 
cate, why do the members permit this inter­ 
ference of pupils ? If the Board authorizes 
such approbation, does it not also in effect 
justify a revolt against tho authority of 
teachers ? The next step in the line of evolu­ 
tion will be to submit the qualifications of 
parents to the judgment of their children. 
In 
permitting this action cf the pupils of the 
High School, the Board submitted to volun­ 
tary humiliation, and invited hua.crou3 criti­ 
cism frcmall fun-loving mortals. 
2. The Board jiermits the pupils of all the 
schools to be present during the examination 
of “ witnesses.” 
They listen to the bad 
grammar of teachers, who criticise the bad 
grammar of other teachers, and they are en­ 
couraged to take part in this “ Donnybrouk ” 
scrimmage. 
Those who are sensitive to the 
ludicrous will leara to look upon the said 
teachers as mere practical jokes t-, be laughed 
at. Others will see that there is a feud 
among the teachers aud will take sides. The 
Board ought to be able to see that they are 
sowing whirlwinds. They are demoralizing 
the children and converting the schoolrooms 
into mere cockpits. Hereafter the children 
of Sacramento will feel that they have a 
right to discipline teachers. The Board will 
do well to remember that weakness is ofttn 
more dangerous than wickedness. 
3. Applause and hisses have been indulged 
in freely during the progress of the “ exam­ 
ination,” and this fact authorizes the irrever­ 
ent to call the whole thing a farce. These 
hisses and the applause not only followed the 
giving of “ testimony,” but the decisions of 
the Board. Are we tnerefoie to infer that 
the members of the Board of Education are 
no better than mere actors in a farce? 
4. The animus of some of the teachers who 
have testified is plainly inimical to one of the 
parties new on trial, and they act as if they 
had been drilled. This fact raises several 
questions that ought to be considered by the 
Board. Has some one organized a formal 
attack on somebody? Is it a part of the 
duty of teachers in the public schools to su­ 
percede tho Board of Education in the de­ 
termination of the qualifications of teachers? 
Is it right to encourage school teachers in this 
spirit of antagonism? Non-partisan minds 
hold to the view that teachers should pro­ 
mote harmony amor.g themselves, inasmuch 
as the efficiency of the schools depends upon 
unity of feeling among the teachers. They 
cannot justly engage in a squabble cf this 
kind. In the end the Board may find it nec­ 
essary to dismiss both of the contestants, and 
the necessities of the situation may also in­ 
clude the duty of removing all teachers who 
have assisted in promoting the strife. 
5. It is evident to an observer that there 
exists an outside organization, whose object is 
not the discovery of facts, but the accomplish­ 
ment of a specific purpose. Ladies who have 
no children in the Grammar School, and who 
confess that they know nothing of the facts 
involved, have been extremely busy and very 
warm in this contest. They seem to be 
making an effort to create an Adams or a 
McDonald “ boom.” Thus far the whole 
contest has been a “ boom,” and if credit is 
to be given to rumor.», will he conducted to a 
final is.-ue on the “ boom ” principle. Our 
people need no stimulus in this direction, and 
the :: onagers of our educational institutions 
should not apply this principle to the prac­ 
tical burinets of school management. Non­ 
partisan people feel a sense of mortification 
u3 they witness the indecorous, undignified 
operations of some of the leading spirits in 
this c n fiict. 'l’hcy cannot feel that justice 
will be conserved by such unseeming discords 
and ai.im .sitie». Neither is the active pres­ 
ence of the anxious and feverish teachers of 
private schools, who live on the failure 
of the public schools, at all rdifjing to 
one who is desirous of fair investigation. It 
locks as if the birds of prey wore too willing 
to hasten tho demise of the creature upon 
which tht-y expect to feed. 
0. 
Tue methods adopted in this investiga­ 
tion are wholly un-American. Two able 
educate:.», both men whom we have delighted 
to honor, ere on trial. Charges are made 
against l ot!?, which, if sustained, will ruin 
th3in. A sense of justice, suppi sed to be a 
characteristic of our people, requires that 
these charges be carefully sifted. No honest., 
just-minded person is willing to see these two 
men condemned and ruined by a mere furore 
—a manufactured “ boom.” And the people 
of Sacramento are not willing to see injus­ 
tice done to anybody. But the method» 
now pursued cannot secure justice to any one 
concerned. Ti i .1 by newspaper is bad enough, 
but this is infinitely worse. Up to this time 
no witness has been put upon his or her oath. 
No appeal has been made to the solemnities 
of the occasion. There is r.o penalty fur faUe 
-tatement». Witnesses have been encouraged 
to take sides by hifs s and applause. There 
is no official record of evidence. No effort is 
being made h> secure the evidence of the un­ 
prejudiced. Shall we consent to ruin two 
estimable men by such methods? Thus far 
the affair has been simpiy a guerrilla attack 
on cwo men by mere partisan». If the Board 
of Education cannot command the situation, 
anil secure justice bv well-tried methods, it 
should adjourn sine die. 
7. There can be no rational outcome to this 
investigation. The impartial public cannot 
respect the investigation as now conducted. 
In the mind of a just man no fact can be es­ 
tablished by r itch procedure. 
The Board cannot upon evidence so ob­ 
tained justly condemn either Mr. Adams or 
Mr. McDonald. InvFw of all the facts, the 
Board cannot reject one without rejecting 
the other. It they dismiss one and not the 
other, they will act only upon a “ general 
average” and not upon fact». An.! in that 
event the Board will perpetrate a feud iu the 
rchcols and among the pe pic. If they dis­ 
miss b >th they will do it only as a beggarly 
compromise. The method of procedure, and 
disgu-ting partí an heat, vitiate the whole 
examination. Our educational system will 
utterly 
fail 
if 
it 
teaches 
the 
chil» 
rtren that men may be 
unjustly sacri­ 
ficed. Justice between man and man is 
the ultimate object of our whole system of 
government, and this fact mint be borne in 
mind. The hue-and-cry method of procedure 
has been practiced lung enough in Sacra- 
mer.t •, and the time has arrived when our 
people must assert their dignity and stand by 
truth and right. 
The Principáis of our 
schools, subordinate teachers, the Board of 
Education, the civilization of Sacramento, 
and our school system—all are now on trial, 
in view of these facts, the writer ot this note 
calls upon all just-minded incji to use their 
inti icnce to stop or modify the so-called trial. 
If it cannot lie conducted with more dignity, 
aud in accordance with the principles of our 
system of government, it should ceaso at 
once.

A t the High School building last night the 
Board of Education resumed the investiga­ 
tion as to the Sacramento Grammar School. 
The rooms were, as before, crowded. 
The Chair ruled that the prosecution should 
have the evening and one and a half hours 
Saturday evening, and the defense a like time 
thereafter. 
Mr. Hornblower moved that, in considera­ 
tion of the fact that Mr. McDonald is not 
now a teacher in the department, his term 
being out, therefore the investigation shall be 
declared closed. 
Mrs. Hartley and Sirs. Bassett protested 
in behalf of parents of pupils, and said if 
the investigation should bo closed it should 
he reopened as soon as Mr. McDonald an­ 
nounces that he is candidate for re-election. 
Add. C. Hinkson wanted the investigation 
to go on, and iiis clients wanted a chance to 
vindicate their charges, and not have it go 
abroad that the matter has been smothered 
up. 
It hail been said the whole matter em­ 
anated from the High School, and that is an 
issue. 
Grove L. Johnson said the motion was a 
surprise to him, and not made at the desire of 
his client. 
As to the charge relative to the 
High School being the originator of the prose­ 
cution. that had been ruled out.

testimony and iu legal form, for these things 
are ordained to protect men’s lives and repu­ 
tations.

NORTH. 


Senatorial 
Asp;rants—W illiams— Dolph— 
Grcver—N esm iili—Tlie Railroad Boom 
—T ie Narrow-Gauge Roads. 


P o r t l a n d , May i!0, 1SS0. 
W e are within one week of the State 
election, and the newspapers are rampant 
with personal sketche? of candidates, not 
as complimentary in some instances as 
m ight be. Trifles light as air arc magnified 
until they set:n more forcible than proof 
of holy writ. 
And all this rage and fury 
seems confined to the newspapers and the 
politicians, as the people go placidly about 
thoir work and their merchandise, not 
really troubled much in spirit ahout the 
tribulations of the office-seekers ; perhaps 
it would be better if they took interest 
enough to control the primaries and the 
nominations, and save the politicians the 
trouble of forming ring3 and manipulating 
primaries as they have to at present, be­ 
cause it is really too much work and re­ 
sponsibility to be put upon a few men, be 
they ever so willing. 
The worst misman­ 
aged business in the nation seems to be 
politics, and the worst of it is that there 
is no cure for it w ithin reach. 


THIS PROSPECT. 
• 
:'hc tickets are now all in the field and 
.he heavy work is being done just before 
election. 
How matters are to go is a mat- 
cr of doubt, for while there is some hope 
that the majority of votes are Republican, 
: :ere is bo certainly of it. 
The last elec­ 
tion gave us a divided return-—the Gov­ 
ernor and Congressman being Democrats, 
.ud the Secretary of State, Treasurer ami 
aperintendc'nt of l ’ublic Instruction being 
'«publicans—and the range of majorities 
m erely showed that the personal pop­ 
ularity of 
certain 
men 
on 
each side 
was greater than that of others. 
W ith 
this indecisive result in 187S to judge by, 
wo m ight still fcol confident of Republican 
success, as there is no want of good fecl- 
h’.g and harmony in the Republican party. 
This not being a year when there is a 
U nited States Senator to elect, the aspi­ 
rants for that honor arc not so especially 
in the field as they will be in 1S82, when 
Grover’s successor w ill have to be elected, 
-he unknown quantity that has to be cal­ 
culated before it is known is the immigra­ 
tion and the exodus that have taken place 
in the past two years. 
During that time 
many hare- removed from the W illamette 
valley to Eastern W ashington, and many 
more have moved into Oregon, especially 
Eastern 
Oregon, 
from abroad. 
These 
votes may be equally divided, and so leave 
the political eituation as they found it, or 
they may throw the majority into the 
hands of either party, and that is what we 
of course don’t know. 
After the election 
these things will dawn upon us, but mean­ 
while we can only bet on the result. 
Eajh party predicts its own entire suc­ 
cess, and I venturo to believe that while 
th9 presidential election will show Oregon 
to be Republican, the bpring vote will be 
divided and return some of both tickets. 


SENATORIAL ASPIRANTS.

There are influences in its 
favor that have not beeu so of late years. 
The Oregon Steam Navigation Company 
has been aggressively Democratic for many 
years, and whatever influence that corpora­ 
tion possessed was used that way, while 
he new corporation that replaces it and 
possesses many times more power, while 
not desirous of being known in politics is 
HiiDDOsed to have Republican tendencies, and 
•■ill at least not exert any influence for the 
Democracy.

intended to return to Oregon this summer, 
and it was anticipated that he would be on

He is told that

W illiams was 
udoubtrdly the most distinguished ijcna- 
- r we have ev r had in Washington. The 
coming map, with Senatorial aspirations, 
s J. hi. Dolph, who was long Senator 
'itchell’s law partner, and to-day lias 
lnbably the best law practice in Oregon, 
clph is prosperous and money-making in 
'anil true actions, as well as at law ; he is 
" itorncy for the overshadowing railway 
and navigation company, and it looks as if 
he would be the next Senator, unless 
.Mitchell s friends stand by him and can 
get control. 
On the Democratic side the 
'‘pining wan is not visible. 
Grover will 
never sec' tile 
light 
of 
political day 
again, 
and 
indeed 
it 
is 
doubtful 
if 
lie will ever

again, 
lor he is not 
able to attend 
to his

HARBOR OK REFUGE. 
So the Board of Engineers have selected 
Port Orford as the proper locality for the 
harbor of refuge I 
It is about tim e that 
some man of practical sense, like Professor 
George Davidson, should prick this bubble 
and let the wind out, as he has effectually 
done. 
Of course every community wishes 
to have Government money liberally ex­ 
pended there vi hether it does any good or 
not, but what good w ill it do us to have 
ten millions of dollars paid for dumping 
rock into the ocean to make a breakwater 
that w ill scarcely ever bo needed ? 
The 
plain truth is, that owiug to the bold coast 
and deep water and the fact that winds al­ 
ways favor a vessel’s keeping off shore, we 
have little need for a harbor of refuge, 
while if money is to be expended on our 
account we bad better have all tho harbors 
north of Saa Francisco improved, 
and 
have a breakwater constructed to make a 
better entrance to the Columbia. 
We 
nted our rivers cleared, and canals and 
locks at the Casca les and at the Dalies of 
the Columbia, and the cost of a break­ 
water at Orford would nearly do all three. 
It is to be hoped that the harbor-of-refuge 
idea will be given up, and that instead 
thereof Congress w ill be liberally disposed 
to help all these other works of necessity 
as well as of mercy to us.

BUSINESS CARDS. 


SOME POPULAR NOTIONS ABOUT ANIMALS. 


W hen the country* swain, loitering along 
some lane, conies to a standstill to contem­ 
plate, with awe and wonder, the spectacle 
of a mass of the familiar “ hair-eels” or 
“ hair-worms” wriggling about in a pool, 
lie plods on his way firmly convinced that, 
as lie lias beeu taught to believe, ho has just 
witnessed the results of the transformation 
of sonic horse’s hairs into living creatures. 
So familiar is this belief to people of pro­ 
fessedly higher culture than the country­ 
man, that the transformation just alluded 
to lias to all, save a few thinking persons 
aud zoologists, become a matter of the 
most commonplace kitd. 
W iien 
some 
quarrymen, engaged in splitting up the 
rooks, have succeeded in dislodging some 
huge mass of stone, there may sometimes 
be seen to hop from "among the debris a 
lively toad or frog, which comes to bo re­ 
garded by the excavators with feelings 
akin to tuose of superstitious wonder and 
amazement. 
The animal may or may not 
be captured; but the fact ia duly chron­ 
icled in the local newspapers, and people 
wonder for a season over the phenomenon 
of a veritable Rip Van W inkle of a frog, 
which, to all appearance, baa lived for 
“ thousand of years in the solid rock.” 
Nor do the hair-worm and the frog stand 
alone in respect of their marvelous origin. 
Popular zoology is full of such marvels. 
We find unicorns, mermaids and mermen ; 
geese developed from the shellfish known as 
“ barnacles” ; wc are told that crocodiles 
may weep, and that sirens can sing— in 
short, there is nothing so wonderful to be 
told of animals that people will not be­ 
lieve the tale ; while, curiously enough, 
when they are told of veritable facts of 
animal life, heads begin to shake and 
doubts to be expressed, until the zoologist 
despairs of educating people into distin­ 
guishing fact from fiction, aud truth from 
theories and unsupported beliefs. 
The 
story told of the old lady, whose youthful 
acquaintance of seafaring habits entertained 
hc-r with tales of the wonders he had seen, 
finds, after all, a close application in the 
world at large. 
The dame listened with 
delight, appreciation and belief, to accounts 
of mountains of sugar aud rivers of rum, 
and to talcs of lands where gold and silver 
and precious stones were moro than plenti­ 
ful. 
But. when the narrator descended to 
tell of fishes that were able to raise them ­ 
selves out of the water in flight, the old 
lady’s credulity began to fancy itself im­ 
posed upon ; for she indignantly repressed 
what she considered the lad’s tendency to 
exaggeration, saying, “ Sugar mountains 
may be, and rivers of rum may lie, but fish 
that flee ne’er can be I” 
Many popular be­ 
liefs concerning animals partake of the 
character of the old lady's opinions regard­ 
ing the real aud the falmlous ; and the 
circumstance tells powerfully in favor of 
the opinion that a knowledge of our sur­ 
roundings in the world and an intelligent 
conception of auimal and plant life should 
form part of the school-training of every 
boy nnd g irl.-r [i’opular Science .Monthly.
